A Triumph for D. W.G 


TImina* Burke’* “Limehouse Night* Story Reveal* D. W. Griffith’* Art 
At IL* Hest in Screen Translation.

The slums of London, the slums 
familiar to many through the word 
picture^ in Thomas Burke's “ Lime- 
house Nights,” 
supply 
the 
back­ 
ground for D. W. Griffith’s latest 
photoplay 
achievement, 
“ Broken 
Blossoms.” revealed to the public 
last night at the George M. Cohan 
Theatre. 
Specifically Mr. Griffith has gone 


I to Mr. Burke’s “The Chink and the 
Child” for the theme of his story. 
Those who have read the story will 
recall its tragedy, the poignant sor­ 
row and the fleeting happiness that 
are the lots of It* Chinaman hero 
and its cockney heroine. These Mr. 
Griffith bas not only translated in 
thrills of 
the 
photoplay 
he has 
given them more reality, more ade-' 
quale expression than could have 
been found In any other form of 
stage production. 
The singleness of theme, tho ab­ 


sence of counterplot, foretell the in­ 
evitable tragedy of th 3 love affair 
of the girl and Chiug Huau. The 
girl is a mere child (Burke sets her 
age 
at 
twelve, 
but Mr. 
Griffith 
has chosMi to make her a few years 
older), the daughter of “Battling” 
Burrows, cockney pugilist, whose fre­ 
quent drunken orgies mean frequent 
beatings at his hands. 
Cheng, a sailor P oet in Mr. Burke's 
story, is translated into a store­ 
k e e p e r b y Mr. Griffith, but still a 
poet. The sight of the drab little 
girl 
Blinking through tho streets 
of the Chinese quarter awakens first 
his pity and then his lore. 
Her 
b e a u ty m o v e s his soul, and one night 
when her father has beaten her 
until she is erased with terror and 
pain she flees from hor shack of a 
homo and falls unconscious at the 
door of Cheng's shop. 
Tenderly the Chinaman poet gath­ 


ers her in his arms and carries her 
to his room upstairs. Tenderly he 
bathes her wounds, garbs her in 
a silken robe, pins a flower on her 
bosom, places a doll iii her aching 
arm, burns incense in her honor and 
sits all night holding her grubby 
little hand and gazing at her in 
pure adoration. 
The child smiles for the first time 
in her life and the lovers are happy. 
Then one of “Battling’s” friends tell 
him 
of 
the whereabouts of 
his 
daughter and his family honor is 
outraged! Delaying the wreaking of 
his vengeance until he has vanquish­ 
ed a prise ring opponent, he then 
Nwaggers through the streets, pro­ 
fanes Cheng’s temple of love wltn 
his presence and carries the child 
away. 
Cheng, returning from a flower- 
buying expedition, finds the wreck 
of the temple to tell him of what 
has transpired. He hurries to the 
child’s home to discover that her 
tired little soul has vanished by her 
father’s 
brutality. 
Outraged 
love 
becomes 
retributive 
justice 
and 
“Battling” falls dead by Cheng’s 
hand. Then the poet gathers his lost 
love in his arms, carries her back 
lo the temple, drapes her bruised 
little body In the silken robe and 
kneeling at his household shrine, he 
lakes big own life. 
All of tho fine skill of Mr. Grif­ 
fith’s technique, all of the subtlety 
of bis art, have answered his com 


mands in the building of his pie-' 
lure drama. His story moves for­ 
ward with the force and suspense of 
a Greek tragedy. “Broken Blossoms” 
is the art of the photoplay revealed 
at th e ‘hand of the master of that 
art. It is Mr. Griffith’s greatest tri­ 
umph. 
But the triumph of the producer 
is shared by those who have helped 
him in the making of the picture. 
Lillian Gish is something more than 
an appealing and wistful heroine. 
She has caught the essence of the 
heroine’s soul and made it live. 
Richard 
Barthelmess conveys 
the 
Chinaman poet’s nature better than 
any other screen player that one 
can call to mind, and Donald Crisp 
is convincingly realistic as the fa­ 
ther.

It is the desire of each parent, 
that the teacher stand before his 
children and inspire them and plead 
with the pupils to push on and be| 
something great. It is hard for ai 
teacher to do this when she feels! 
constantly the pressure of the hand 
of poverty. The teacher is supposed 
to stand before the pupils an ex-j 
ample both in appearance aud in 
character. It is hard for a teacher 
to dress as well as she is expected 
to on the salaries which she now 
receives. The grade teachers in Roff 
school are now receiving $75.00 per 
month for 9 months. They are com­ 
pelled to attend the normal school 
during the summer if they expect 
lo keep up with their profession. 
The statistics show that 
9 out 
of every IO teachers who attend the 
summer normals have to borrow the 
money to go on. Very seldom does 
the teacher get her debts paid from 
one year’s end to another.
